sioner Frouty, announced its decision 
in the “differential freight rate case,” 
involving the seaboard differentials as 
between New York, Boston, Philadel­ 
phia and Baltimore. 
The 
case was 
submitted to the commission for ar­ 
bitration by all of the parties inter­ 
ested. 
The finding of the 
commission is 
with respect to differentials on export 
traffic, first, that the differential per 
IOO pounds below New York on flour, 
all rail and lake and rail, should be re­ 
duced to two cents at Baltimore, and 
one cent at Philadelphia; second, that 
the existing differential 
on ex-lake 
grain from Buffalo, Erie and Fairport 
should be reduced to three-fourths of 
a cent per bushel below the 
rate to 
New York and be allowed both to Bal­ 
timore and Philadelphia; third, that 
otherwise, the present export differen­ 
tials should remain in force. 
By agreement of all parties domestic 
traffic was excluded from considera­ 
tion. 
For that reason no opinion was 
expressed concerning the relative rates 
on import traffic. 
Commissioner Clements filed a dis­ 
senting opinion opposing the fixing of 
any differentials by the commission 
in this case. 
The 
decision is 
regarded by 
tho 
members of the commission as one of 
vast importance, as it is more than 
thirty years since an adjustment was 
reached by which the rates to New 
York were made the basis of those to 
the other ports, Boston being charged 
the New York rate, Philadelphia being 
allowed a rate of two cents per IOO 
pounds lower than New York, and Bal­ 
timore a rate of 
three cents lowrer. 
Norfolk and Newport News have been 
accorded the same rates as Baltimore.

T H E M 


THIEVES AND ARE EJECTED 


FROM THE GALLERY. 


Philadelphia, May 19.— Amid scenes 
of disorder unprecedented in the an­ 
nals of Philadelphia’s legislative body 
the city council at night voted to lease 
the city’s 
gas works to the 
United 
Gas Im provement company for a term 
of seventy-five 
years for the 
total 
aum of $25,000,000, the m oney to be 
paid in various 
amounts before tho 
end of 1907. 
Council c h a m b e rs and 
committee room s were crowded with 
excited citizens protesting against the 
lease 
to th e Gas Im provem ent 
com­ 
pany from I p. rn., when the proceed­ 
ings opened in the finance committee 
room, until a fter 8 p. rn., when the se­ 
lect council passed the hill and sent 
it to the mayor. 
I he climax was reached when the 
vote in common council was announc­ 
ed after three hours of debate. 
T he m om ent President George Mc­ 
Curdy of com mon council announce d 
the vote a great protest was started in 
the gallery, which was crowded to the 
door. 
From all over the gallery came 
hisses and cries of "thieves.” 
The outburst was somewhat startling 
to the presiding officer, who made a 
vain effort to quiet. it. 
Finally he sent 
for a squad of police to clear the gal­ 
lery, which started the disorder anew. 
The crowd continued to hiss and call 
the 
councilmen 
thieves and 
other 
names, until tho police arrived and 
started to clear the gallery. 
As the 
crowd moved out they sang uncompli­ 
mentary songs. 
In clearing the gal 
lerles there were 
several 
passages 
between the police and the crowd. 
Disorder During Proceedings. 


Throughout the 
proceedings there 
was much disorder. 
In select council 
there were so many speakers that no 
one dared to interrupt the proceedings. 
Th ere was neither a cheer nor a hiss 
when the bill passed that body. 
The opposition to the passage of the 
bill resulted in tho common council 
amending the m easure so as to provide 
for a slight reduction in th e price of 
gas. 
The am e n d m e n t as adopted pro­ 
vides that the price of gas from the 
date of the 
lease until 
Jan. I, 1911, ' 
shall be $1 per 1,000 cubic feet, the 1 
same as the present price; from 1911 
to 1921, 95 cents; from 1921 to 1930, 
90 cents; from 1936 to 1956, 85 cents, 
aud th ereafter until the expiration of 
the lease in 1980, 80 cents. 
Mayor W e a v e r has announced him­ 
self as unalterably opposed to the leas'' 
and in favor of a postponement until 
1901, when the first ten y ears of th*' 
present thirty -yea r-lease to the United 
Gas Improvement 
company will 
ex­ 
pire. 
At th a t time the city has the 
right, to ta k e back the works on pay­ 
ment 
to the 
gas 
company of 
the 
amount 
of money expended 
in im­ 
p r o v em en ts. 
Mayor W e aver 
is ex­ 
pected to veto 
the bill and 
in that. 
event both cham bers 
will probably 
pass it over his veto. 
The vote in common council was Ti 
to 8 and 
In select council 
37 to 6. 
There is ■■only one Democrat—in each 
body and both voted against the lease. 
Citizens 
who fought the lease 
may 
take the m a tte r to the courts. 
Trouble Began at the Start. 


Th*' proceedings of the day began at 
1 j). rn., when the finance committee 
field a public session to h e a r protests 
from citizens’ 
organizations. 
There 
was a large crowd present and a dis­ 
order began 
almost at the start 
of 
the meeting. 
The committee had be­ 
fore it two propositions, one I rom the 
United 
Gas Improvement 
company, 
and the other from E. IL Sm ith A: Co., 
bankers of this city, representing New 
York and Philadelphia capitalists. The 
Smith bid differed from the other in 
timt it proposed to share the profits 
with the city at the rate of one-third 
for ten years and one-half for the re­ 
maining sixtv-flve years, and also pro­ 
vided that the city reduce the price of 
gas 
as the profits 
increased. 
The 
committee afte r a stormy session favor 
ably reported tho gas co m p a n y ’s leas*' 
to common 
council. 
The 
committee 
stated that the city was in immediate 
need of $49,000,000 and its borrowing 
capacity 
was only $15,000,000, 
and 
therefore it was advisable to lease the 
gas works for money to be paid in ad­ 
vance. 
The common conned 
then passed 
the gas company lease bill ami fifteen 
minutes later the bill was passed by 
the select chamber, which had taken 
a recess to await the measure. 
Samuel 
(’rothers, 
who fought 
th*' 
bill in this chamber, shook his fist in 
th*' faces of the load* rn and said it was 
the ‘‘blackest crime ever perpetrated 
by councils 
of the city of 
Philadel­ 
phia.”

Assistant Postmaster General Madden 
Issues Further Instructions. 
W ashington 
May 
19.—To 
m a k e 
clear the potD.on of the postoffice d e ­ 
p a rtm e n t as to what shall constitute a 
new spaper as determ ined by the re g u ­ 
lations pertaining to se ond class m a t ­ 
ter, Th!rd Assistant Postma ter Gen­ 
eral Madden during tho day issued in­ 
structions 
supplemental to 
those of 
April IO, last. Intended as a response 
to further inquiries and hypothetical 
questions put to th e department by 
new spaper 
publishers. 
Mr. 
Maddc n 
states that a general 
interpretation 
which will cover every case that m av 
arise cannot 
be given 
in advance, 
but for the benefit of postmasters and 
such publishers as a re concerned tho 
m eaning and 
effect of the 
law are 
staled in general term s. 
After stating 
that under the law the enclosure of 
m a tt e r of a higher i l a s s with m a t te r 
of a lower class sub jects the whole to 
a higher rate, th e instructions define 
n e w sp a p e r supplem ents as something 
“g e r m a n e ” to th e pu • ation itself, 
that is, that the p a p e r itself would not 
be complete without the supplement, 
both together 
to form one 
integral 
whole. 
It is not sufficient 
for an a l­ 
leged supplement to be given a notice 
in the main publication as a sort of 
hook upon which to hang something 
which is not a su p p lem en t in fact and 
which really has an independent p u r ­ 
pose and function. 
T h a t is to say, a 
merely colorable reference 
will not 
suffice, the connection must be real, 
not fictitious. 
As an instance, if t h e 
publication itself should 
contain an 
article on the Philippines and the s u p ­ 
plement should be a m ap of those is­ 
lands, the map would 
l>o held to an 
extraneous thing and not mailable at 
second-class rates. 
T his ruling goes into effect Sept. I. 
1905.
